The mystery that 
surrounded hia life continued in death. 

His associates chargeii that he wa.s a victim of a Moscow- 
directed murder plot. ’ 

The body of the 50-year old Bandera wa.s fmmd Tlu»>:tiay 
On the stairway of his apartment house lisrc. It was one of 
the many hideouts froni which he directed uatUinalisl lilirain- 
ians. 

George Lenyk, Mr. Bandera's deputy, said: 

“"We are convinced he \yaa. killed by the Bolsheviks. But 
the question remains: How Was he made to take the poison?''

^ Almost every N. Y. daily 
newspaper printed dispatches 
of;^e Associated Press from 
Munich, Germany, about his 
death. The New York .Thnes 
of October 17, 1959, for in- 
stance wrote: 

. ;'Mr. Bandera, whose guer- 
rilla’ force once battled both 
tile. Soviet and Polish armies, 
fpught at the head of 200.090 
Banderites for aa independent 
Ukraine during and after World 
War n. His activity in recent 
times was largely restricted to 
editing his organization's news- 
paper. Nevertheless, friend?, 
aiaid hia life was in cv>nstant 
danger.
